ALLIES BATTLE 
WITH BOLSHEVIKI. 


London, August 8.—After the occupa- 
tion of Archangel by the allies, the Bol- 
gheviki -withdrew across the river 
Dvina, and on August 4 were again 
driven out of their positions there, 
chiefly by shell fire, according to news 
received today. The allies have since 
pushed rapidly southward along the 
railway toward Vologda. 

‘The hostile forces so easily overcome 
at Archangel numbered about 8,000 men, 
comprising 1,500 armed Maximalists, 409 
Laps, some 900 Germans and 5,000 work- 
men. Large quantities of rolling stock 
and stores were captured by the allies, 


as well as two heavy batteries. 
The German forces north of the 


Gulf of Finland have been recently re- 
inforced, and are estimated to number 
50,000, mostly inferior troops. These 
forces are being concertrated for an ad- 
vance against the Murman railways, 
along which there has been some skir- 
mishing. 


HUNS AND BOLSHEVIK 
FORM AGREEMENT. 


London, August 8.—It is reported here 
today that it has been agreed between 
the Bolsheviki and the Germans that the 
Germans shall not advance further into 
Russia. Under this arrangement the 
Bolsheviki would be able to transfer

German General Shaved 
Up Road by Whippet Tank; 
Surprised Huns in Flight 


With the British in France, August 8, 
4:30 p. m.—(By the Associated Press.) 
Fighting their way through the Ger- 
mans at dawn on a front of over 15 
miles astride the River Somme, British 
and French troops this evening had 
reached points from five to six miles 
inside lines which this morning be- 
longed to the enemy. 


The Prussians and Bavarians fled be- 
fore the advancing infantry and tanks, 
leaving many of their guns behind 
them. 


Large numbers of prisoners have been 
taken both by the British and French 
and heavy casualties undoubtedly have 
been inflicted upon the enemy. 

Thus far everything has been accom- 
plished with excessively small losses to 
the allies, 

Of one entire British corps, for in- 
stance; two hours after the attack be- 
gan, only two officers and 15 men of 
the ranks were reported as casualties. 

The artillery has followed up the 
storm troops closely and now is hurl- 
ing shells down upon the enemy, which 
taken by surprise and fiercely attack- 
ed, must be in a more or less crippled 
condition. It is believed reinforce- 
ments are on the way to help them. 


Outlook Bad for Hans. 

What tomorrow holds for the enemy 
cannot be forecast, but the outlook is 
not a promising ‘one under present con- | 
ditions. 

Moreuil and the country front ad- 
joining Villers-aux-Erables have been 
taken by the French, while the Brit- 
ish have captured the Dodo and Hamel 
woods and Marcelcave after hard fight- 
ing and pushed a considerable distance 
beyond. 

Especially hard fighting was experi- 
enced, and still is in progress, on. the 
left flank of the fighting front in the 
neighberhood of Morlancourt. The 
weather helped in the advance. 

North of the attacked zone the bar- 
rage began at 4 o’clock this morning 
and lasted four minytes. Tanks then 
rolled forward and with them the in- 
fantry swarmed taward the enemy 
lines. These lines were reached and 
passed as a mist started to roll in. 

All along the line, except possibly 
northward on the left flank, very Iit- 
tle enemy shelling was experienced aft- 
er the attack got well under way. 

Nearly all the country already fought 
over and that in front of the allied 
forces is low and rolling, and especially 
adapted to open warfare. 

One new German division which had 
just arrived in the line before the at- 
tack was launched was told to expect 
local attacks. Prisoners taken from 
this division said they had heard noth- 
ing of a general attack being contem- 
plated. 

Where the tanks and the armored 
car. batteries pressed far forward in 
the rolling country there was much 
agitation among the enemy. 

A report came back that a British 
tank, probably one of the fast little 
Whippets, had been seen chasing a 


| frightened German general up the 
road.. But the enemy general was not 
alone in the direction in which he was 
going. Observers reported consider- 
able columns of enemy transport going 
eastward in a hurry during the middle 
of the day. 

— Further south the tanks likewise 
did ‘excellent work. They also have 
been taken across the River Luce, un- 
der the cover of night, and~-they did 
‘valuable work in assisting at the cap- 
ture of Dodo wood and Hamel wood 
and the nearby high ground. 

Slightly north of here the British 
batteries moved forward so rapidly 
that they were up and firing in their 
new positions thirty minutes after 
midnight, when the infantry went 
over the top, followed at first in this 
particular case by the tanks, 1,000 
yards to the rear. 


Germans Surprised. 

At 6 o’clock the weather was so 
thick that objects twenty yards away 
hardly were visible and the British 
were not slow to take the opportunity 
to plunge through under its protec- 
tion. About 6:45 o’clock the first pris- 
oners began coming back. They were 
unwounded and looked clean, as if 
they had just come off parade, show- 
ing how complete had been the sur- 
prise The British pounced on them 
}before they had the slightest chance 
to give battle. 

The prisoners that 
were not so clean 
rearward carrying 
strotchers. 

The British_army, which had start- 
ed off with a thunderous roar, by 7 
o’clock had quiete@ down to a virtual 
silence. This was because the artil- 
lery ‘had ceased firing while it was 
being advanced to keep up with the 
infantry” and the tanks. It was the 
tanks which by 7 o’clock had rolled 
ponderously into Cerisy, driving out 
the enemy and a few hours later, in a 
difficult maneuver, took the woods 
opposite. 

The tanks crossed the Avre and did 
excellent work here, too, with the in- 
fantry. On the peninsula between the 
Ancre and the Sommethe British cap- 
tured many guns. : 

Reports from the south say that 
things are going in splendid fashion 
there and that the French have been 
equally as‘ successful as the British. 
Hastily organized counter attacks 
have developed here and there along 
the line especially north of the Somme, 
but so far .all. are reported to have 
broken down under the fire of thé al- 
lies.

No More Appointments of 
Civilians to the Officers’

tice, as Result of Order. 


Washington, August 
enlistment in the army and navy were 
completely suspended today to prevent 
disruption of industry, pending dispo- 


sition of the bil] proposing to extend 
draft ages to include all men between 


18 and 45 years. Orders were issued 
by Secretaries Baker and Daniels di- 
recting that no voluntary enlistments 
be accepted after today until further 
orders. 

The orders also exclude civilians from 
appointment to officers’ training cantps 
until further notice. 

Merchant Marine Limits, 

Men of the present draft age will not 
be’accepted as recruits for the mer- 
chant marine training servicé, except 
as officers and firemen; Chairman 
Hurley, of the shipping board; de- 
elared tonight in announcing the new 
age limit for apprentice seamen, cooks 
and stewards as 18 to 21 and 30 to 35. 
The limits have been 21 to $1. 

Officers may be recruited from mén 
‘of 19 to 55, if they have spent two 
years at sea. 

“We expect the new age rasrutnalda 
to stimulate recruiting for the mer- 
“We 
have had several thousand inquiries, 
by letter and throughout 6,000 recruit- 
ing stations, from youths under the 
draft age who want to go to sea. We 
are building for the future, and hope 
that a majority of youths under 21 to 
be trained by the board as sailors, 
cooks and stewards, will stick .to the 
merchant marine after the war is 
over.” 


Issued After Conference. 

The orders were issued after a con- 
ference between Secretary Baker and 
Secretary Daniels and were made publie 
after President Wilson had visited the 
office of both secretaries late in the 
day. It is not known whether his visit 
had to do with the enlistment situa- 
tion, but just before he conferred with 
the cabinet officers there .was no in- 
dication that a step of- such drastic 
nature was anticipated. 

It was explained that the ‘view of 
the government is that many of the 
older men are indispensable in their 
present. occupations, but thé natural 
result of the debate on the draft ques- 
tion is certain to lead to a rush to the 
recruiting offices. It is regarded as 
essential that men greatly needed at 
home should be prevented from rush- 
ing into the army under a mistaken 
foe that they are certain to be draft- 
lea anyhow and prefer to join the serv- 
ice voluntarily. 

It was quite evident that plans for 
applying the new draft age limitations 
to the older men include a very careful 
classification of each individual to de- 
termine his position at home und prob- 
ably a far more liberal construction of 
industrial exemption rules than has 
heretofore beén the case,

Washington, August 8.—-American 
army officials greeted with delight 
teday news that the Franco-British 
forces had launched a smashing blow 
at the enemy on a wide front in the 
Picardy theater.

Press.)—Under almost incessant shell 
fire, the Americans struggled forward 
today to slightly better positions north 
of the Vesle.

This day was not marked by organized 
attacks anywhere along the front, but 
was punctuated by sharp minor engage- 
ments in which the American gunners 
successfully covered the operations of 
the infantry and the engineers.

In detailing “amazing and devious 
ramifications” of the five great pack- 
ing companies through important 
branches of industry, ef commerce and 
of finance, the commission reports that 
the packers not only control the meat 
supply, but a “countless number of by- 
produet industries.” and have invaded | 
allied industries and even unrelated 
ones. This control has extended now to; 
the principal substitutes for meat, such ' 
as egga,. cheese and vegetable oil prod- 
ucts, the commission says. and rapidly is 
being extended to cover fish and nearly 
every kind of foodstuff. 

This control is made possible, says the 
commigsion, not so much by means of 
production and preparation. nor by the 
sheer momentum of. great wealth, but 
by the advantage obtained through a 
monopolistic control of the market 
places and means of transportation. 

Competition Is “Staged.” 

The commission dismisses the claims 
of the packers to legitimate competition 
among them by saying that some show 
of competition “is staged,” but that it 
is superficial. There is some show of 
natural rivairy of officials and depart- 
ments, the report says, and this is made 
much of as indicating the existence of 
real competition. but it is not real. 

After detailing the control of the five 
companies over the meat and allied in- 
dustries, the commission says, this con- 
trol rests in the hands of a small group 
of individualse—J. Ogden Armour, the 
Swift brothers, Morris brothers, Thomas 
E. Wilson, acting under the veto of a 
group of bankers, including Chase Na- 
tional bank. Guaranev Trust company, 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co.. William Salomon & 
Go., and Hall, Garten & Co., all of New 
York, and the Cudahys. 

The commission says that through the 
control of Wilson & Co., Inc., “three of 
the most powerful banking groups in 
the country” now are “participating in 
the rapidly maturing food monopoly,” 
which it describes. This varticipation 


it says, was not at all displeasing to 
the big packers, and J. Ogden Armour 
and Louis F. Swift frequently were con- 
sulted during the negotiations looking 
to acquisition of an interest in the in- 
dustry by the bankers. 

“The menace of this concentrated con- 
trol of the nation’s food.’ says the re- 
port, “is increased by the fact that these 
five corporations and their 500 and odd 
subsidiary controlled and affiliated 
companies are bound together by joint 
ownerships, agreements, understand- 
ings, communities of interests and fam- 
ily relationship.”

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‘As German Official 


Witness ‘Declares William 
Bayard Hale Went to Ru- 
mania Following Confer- 
ences With Hollweg. 


New York, August 8.—That William 
Bayard Hale, head of the German in- 


formation service in this country in] 


1915, made a trip from Germany into 
Rumania the following year on a pass- 
port describing him as “on official busi- 
ness of the German foreign office,” was 
the declaration of a witness today in 
the state attorney general's inquiry into 
German ‘propaganda activities. 

The witness, a newspaper correspond- 
ent whose name was withheld by Depu-/| 
ty Attorney General Becker, went to 
Rumania with Hale, then a representa- 
tive of The New York. American, a 
Hearst paper, in Berlin. On the jour- 
ney, the witness asserted, he and Hale, 
whose passports were issued simulta- 
neously over the signature of Foreign 


{Secretary Zimmermann, were not re- 


aquired to submit their belongings to 
German examination, even in the most 
Other correspondents, 
he said, subjected to rigid in- 
spection. 

- Hale’s Rumanian trip, according to 


his former traveling companion, was 


were 


‘begun in June, 1916, two months be- 


fore Rumania’s entrance into the war. 
It was undertaken, he said, after a se- 
ries of confidential meetings between 
Hale, Chancellor von Bethmann Holl- 
weg and representatives of the foreign 
office. 

Plianned te Evade Cenzxor, 

Before they left Berlin, the witness 
declared, Hale filed at the foreign of- 
fice a duplicate of a small dictionary 
he carried, and which, he explained to 
his companion, was to be used in re- 
ceiving and sending code messages. 

Some months later, the testimony 
shows, said Becker, Hale’s fellow cor- 
respondent, was present when the lat- 
ter arranged with the steward of a 
Scandinavian liner to carry for him to 
the United States at $300 a trip mes- 
sages to be delivered to the ship at 
Copenhagen. 

Becker also made public comparisons 
of a purported interview between Hale 
and Bethmann-Hollweg, printed in The 
American in July, 1916, with extracts 
from Hale’s “American Rights and Brit- 
ish Pretentions,” a volume issued the 
previous year. “ 

“Strangely,” said Mr. Becker, “the 
chancelfor, according to Hale’s dispatch 
used in a statement ‘regretting’ Amer- 
ica’s acquiescence in the British sea 
control policy, phrases almost identi- 
cal with some of those in Dr. Hale’s 
book.” 

Product of Hale’s Pen. 

According to the-testimony taken by 
Becker the “interview” with Bethmann- 
Holiweg was first written by Hale in 


his “studio” in Berlin and was ‘a prod- 
uct of his own pen.” Later he took 
the transcript to the chancellor who 
wrote a note to the German censor, 
putting his “o. k.” on the article. 

The witness, who, according to Beck- 
er, was “engaged as Dr. Hale’s secre- 
tary, later fell out. with him and was 
forced to return to America on his own 
funds. 

This witness, stated Hale, often bit- 
terly criticised the British censorship 
and spoke enthusiastically of a plan, 
he originated here and took with him 
to Germany, whereby world control of 
the cables and wireless service might 
be obtained dor the German govern- 
ment. 

Another witness, the secretary of a 
New York labor union, who was exam- 
ined, was said to have ‘stated that when 
his organization faced difficulties in 
financing & peace yong | here, Au- 
‘gust 22, 1916, Hale sent or: him, of- 
fered some ‘anti-war resolutions he 
wished adopted and handed over $400 
needed by the labor. union. 

According to Becker this $400 was 
later traced to Dr. Heinrich Albert, the 
German paymaster, in this country. The 
union, said to have become suspicious 
‘of Hale’s motives, greatly modified the 
peace resolutions, which were consid- 
ered too “drastic.”

sources, 

The appeal was the subject of a con- 
ference during the day between Col- 
ville Barclay, counsellor of the Brit- 
ish embassy, who is acting as ambas- 
sador, “and Acting Secretary Polk. A 
reply will be made shortly. 

The Scandinavian governments acted, 
it is learned, after being urged as 
brothers to do something for the 
Finns. The American government is 
assured in the appeal that the Finns 
will be willing to accept whatever 
terms may be adopted by the Scandi- 
navians regarding the administration 
of the supplies, and that Germany also 
will furnish proper guarantees. 

Dr. Kaarlo Ignatius, who was sent to 
this country last fail by the Finnish 
government for the dual purpose of 
seeking recognition of Finnish inde- 
pendence and obtaining of: foodstuffs, 
has returned to Finland. He was una- 
ble to obtain any assurance that Fin- 
land would be recognized by the United 
States, although recognition has been 
given by Switzerland and France, as 
wellas the Scandinavian countreis and 
Germany. 

Tt is stated that political conditions 
in Finland are so unsettled as to make 
it seem unwise, from the American and 
British standpoint, to grant recogni- 


tion.

nounced in the following statement is- 
sued by Secretary Baker: 

“The war department today has sus- 
pended further volunteering and the 
receipt of candidates for officers’ train- 
ing camps from civil life. This sus- 
pension will remain in force until the 
legislation now pending before con- 
gress with regard to draft ages is dis- 
posed of, and suitable regulations are 
drawn up to cover the operation of the 
selective system under the new law. 

“This action is taken in order to 
prevent the disruption of the industry 
of the country and the impairment of 
the efficiency of the various govern- 
mental agencies which would follow 
the indiscriminate enlistment of | men 
up to the age of 45. 

“Tt is the intention of the depart- 
ment to present to the president for 
promulgation regulations in connection 
with the operation of the selective sys- 
tem which will make it truly selective, 
and leave it to the government to de- 
termine whether men can be spared 
from their prsnant occupations for mil- 
itary service.’ 

Secretary Daniels in issuing an order 
to the chief of navigation and the com- 
mandant of the marine corps to refuse 
acceptance of enlistments made this 
explanation: 

“A large increase in enlistments in 
the navy and marine corps has made 
it possible to suspend further enlist- 
ment until pending legislation affecting 
the draft for the army is disposed of. 
When it is resumed, it will be-in full 
co-operation with the war department 
under arrangements which will secure 
all the men needed for both services.”

Washington, August 8.—Calls for 
130,207 draft registrants qualified for 
general military service, to join the col- 
ors before the end of August, were 
issued tonight by the provost marshal 
general. 

One hundred thousand white regis- 
trants, from forty-three states, are or- 
dered entrained between August 26 and 
August 31. Twenty-one states and the 
District of Columbia are directed to 
furnish 30,207 negro registrants, to en- 
train August 22-24. 

These orders bring the number of 
men called out in August to about 
300,000, the number contemplated in 
the present military program.

Sisters of Soldiers Eligible 
For Overseas Service. 


According to a recent decision of the 
war department, sisters of soldiers are 
eligible for foreign service. General 
Peyton C. March, chief of staff, has 
just made public through the Red Cross 
— other relief agencies the follow- 
ng: 

“On representation of responsible 
heads of the Red Cross, Y. M. C. A. and 
other allied bodies who are doing war 
work in Prance that they are unable to 
obtai na sufficient number women 
as workers, the prohibition by the war 
department concerning the granting of 
passports to relatives of officers and 
men in the United States army is mod- 
ified so as to permit the use of sisters 
of soldiers as workers under the fol- 
lowing conditions: 

‘First. The sisters must be duly ac- 
credited members of one of the regu- 
lar authorized organizations. 

“Second. Each must be perfectly 
qualified by training for the position 
she is to fill. 

“Third.. That she is sent to France 
as a worker and not as a relative. 

“Fourth. That she will make no ef- 
forts to visit her rélatives in France 
whether sick or well. 

“Fifth. That the organization to 
which she belongs will make itself re- 
sponsible for returning her to America 
in case she violates these rules. 

“Sixth. That if she marries an offi- 
cer or a soldier in the American expe- 
ditionary forces aftér her arrival, she 
will automatically be sent back to the 
United States by the organization in 
which she is serving. 

“An agreement has been reached 
with the heads of the. organizations 
affected to submit to the headquarters 
of the A. E. F. in France for approval 
lists showing the numbers they rec- 
ommend being sent, and those actually 
sent will, therefore, be based upon the 
calls of the heads of these societies in 
France.”

“Will organized labor or the business 
men of Atlanta indorse men who afre 
gilent on the burning issues of the hour, 


when city politics is plunged into legis- 
lative control, through popular demands 
for charter revision?” said Leonard 
Grossman, leading candidate for the 
legislature from Fulton, ina stirring ad- 
dress to a delegation of his friends, 
who attended the opening of his head- 
quarters in the Kimball House Thursday 
afternoon.

Inside History of Fight. 

The inside history of this fight is 
known to those concerned. Men were 
discharged by the Georgia Railway and 
Power Company, merely for belonging 
to a union. Some of these began to 
operate a jitnmey bus. Then they felt 
the iron hand of the law passed at the 
direction of the Georgia Railway, and 
Power Company and according to court 
records, drawn by Mr. Preston Ark- 
wright, known as the Anti-Jitney Bus 
Ordinance. This law required a bond 
from jitney men from certain specified 
bonding companies and none other. 
All these companies declined to sign 
the bonds for jitney men according to 
the court records. So the Seri of 
the Georgia Railway and Power Com- 
pany was to freeze out competition. 

The Court Fight. 

Twice the case of the jiitney men, 
many of them one-time employes of 
the street car company, was heard in 
the Fulton superior court. Twice it was 
carried to the supreme court of Geor- 
gia, and Leonard Grossman is now lead- 
ing counsel before the supreme court 
of the United States in maintaining the 
rights of these men for a principle he 
believes in.

of the shipment within the Unitea 


States. 

“We increased the tax on transpor- 
tation of oil by pipe line from 5 to 6% 
per cent. 

“A tax of 10 per cent on the amount 
paid for leased lines and talking cir- 
cuits. Was agreed to. That includes tele- 
phones. There is no tax now on these 
leased lines. I have no estimate of rev- 
enue from this source. The tax will 
be paid by the lessees. 

“On motion picture films we agreed 
upon a new tax of 5 per cent on the 
rentals received by the producer. 

“The committee reconsidered the to- 
bacco schedule and in substance agreed 
to double all the present law rates 
on cigars, ‘cigarettes and tobacco. 
Heretofore the committee tentatively 
proposed rates that in some cases 
trebled the present law rates. The 
committee now has agreed to double, 
and believe that it will obtain as much 
revenue thereby. 

“The committee reconsidered the tax 
on users of automobiles and levied a 
tax on the basis.of horsepower as frol- 
lows: Twenty-five horsepower or 
less, $10; 24 to 30-horsepowéer, $20; 31 
to 40-horsepower, $30; more than 40- 
horsepower, $50. This includes trucks 
as well as passenger vehicles.” 

Mr. Kitchin said the committee had 
finally decided to allow payment of.in- 
come and excess profits taxes in three 
installments, with a discount of 11-9 
per cent if all the tax is paid when due.

London, August 8.—Colonel Roose- 
velt’s advice of not to hit soft is’ hard- 
ly needed by the American troops be- 
tween Soissons and Rheims, says Reu- 
ter’s correspondent on the -American 
front. There has been no soft hitting 


on the part of the Americans thus far] 


nor inclination in that. direction. 

“The Germans asked for a rough 
war, and, by heaven, we are here to 
see that they get it,” is the remark of 
one American soldier’ reported by the 
correspondent, who says that the Ger- 
mans who fought in the Marne salient 
doubtiess realize that fact. 

“If, however,” the correspondent con- 
tinues, “German officers instead of tell- 
ing their men lies about ‘American bar- 
bartans,’ would refrain from acts which 
produce a white heat of hostility, it 
would be more to their advantage. The 
vast bulk of American soldiers are home 
men. Gentle and kindly things recall- 
ing their own homes in the west ap- 
peal to them as nothing else.does, and 
the awful ruin of the French homes past 
which they have been marching mile 
upon mile and hour after hour has 
seemed more distressing to many of 
them than their own losses. 

“They.accept the ruin as inevitable, 
however, giving the German the bene- 
fit of the doubt, but when in clearing 
un these ruins they comé upon indisput- 
able evidence of Teutonic savagery it 
has a very different effect. An Ameri- 
can showed me a doll house which had 
been stamped flat under.a German boot 
with the dolls Jaid. around. it; each with 
its face ground into the floor by a 
nailed German heel, 

“There were much more horrible 
things in the houge—things beyond de- 
scription—but the American rightly 
picked that out as most characteristic 
and most’ dastardiv. -With a look on 
his face that would have warned any 
opponent to keep his distance, the 
American sald: 

““*The next damned German that tries 
to murder me had better make sure that 
he makes no mistake about it.’”

= New Wheat Substitute. 


The United States agricultural depart- 
ment has recently received notice of the 
successful completion in North Carolina ‘of 
a plant for making soya bean flour for the 
market. | 

This fact is of interest to members of the 
American Chemical society, and is most sig- 
nificant in-view of the present day need for 
substitutes for wheat flour. Chemical ex- 
periments show that this new flour has a 
larger amount of protein than wheat. and is, 
therefore, of greater nutritive value. It is 
about the sdme price as wheat and, like 
most of the wheat substitutes, is dark in 
color. 

The manufacture of soya bean flour does 
not necessitate great expenditures for ma- 
chinery as cottonseed oil plants may be util- 
ized for crushing the soya bean and extract- 
ing the oil. The only additional machinery 
is then needed for converting the meal caxe 
into the flour. ‘ 

The United States food administration in- 
dorses this substitute and a health magazine 
says of it: “In a single season, by organized 
effort, the south and southwest can produce 
py means of soya bean enough fats to equal 
the annual production of meat and animal 
fats.” 

Housekeepers will not hesitate to use soya 
pean flour when they know that itis not 
an entirely new product, for the Nashville 
Agricultural and Normal institute has used 
it for the past thirteen years. -

If 
he has failed to answer a roll-call since the 
session began I haven't heard of it. He is

Another member of the house who doesn’t 
profess to be a great orator, and yet who 
is one of the most dependable of the house 
members, is Dr. Craig R. Arnold; of Lump- 
kin.

The Senate Scores 
A New Quick Record. 


The senate scored a new record yesterday 
in finishing, in approximately two hours, the 
house general appropriation bill, as reported 
by the senate committee.

The senate sent over a general revenue 
bill. 

Where is it? 

That bill would have increased the visible 
income nearly a million dollars. 

Revenue measures, one after another, 
have been proposed. The very men who have 
fought, and are organizing in the house to- 
day to lead a fight on this appropriation bill, 
as dissected by the senate, are some of the 
men who have fought practically every rev- 
enue-producing measure that has been of- 


fered,

to an extra session; but this should be

The Georgia Tech 
Doing Great War Work. 


Take, for instance, the proposed increase 
of $10,000 over last year in the maintenance 
fund for Georgia Tech— 

Why, the Georgia School of Technology is 
a selentifie training school today for the 
entire United States army, and is doing more 
toward supplying men of technical expert- 
ness as leaders in their necessary brigades in 
France than any other half dozen schools 
in the south— 

Twenty-five hundred Tech boys — en- 
gineers, radio men, aviators, aviation me- 
chanics, etc., are on the battle front this 
morning, with the Tech colors entwined with 
the red, white and blue, in a struggle for 
liberty. 

And’ they are experts—trained to expert 
fitness in those branches tavrght in the 
southern states only at Tech. 

An increase of $10,000 in the maintenance 
fund of Tech was asked for the purpose of 
releasing funds of the school to be applied 
to the completion of the barracks now in 
process of building on the campus to house 
the young soldiers in the war school. 

One of these buildings is very nearly 
completed. The other is just begun. It will 
require $9,000 to complete the work. These 
soldiers are now in the dormitories of the 
regular school, but in September, when the 
civilian school opens, the dormitories must 
be used for the regular students, a it was 
intended to house the soldier boys in the 
buildings now in process of construction. 
There are not enough funds in hand to com- 
plete these buildings unless this appropria- 
tion is given to Tech. 

The building must stop, and it will de- 
volve upon the trustees, unless other ar- 
rangements can be made, to notify the war 
department that the new detachment; which 
has already been levied for the school, can- 


not be taken.

only half of her offapring survive. 

A few flies live through the winter, for- 
tunately for the tribe These pioneers get 
busy with the first 
their eggs in open ure heaps, garbage 
cans or filth of any kind not kept carefully 
screened. In six or eight’ hours the eggs 
hatch into little maggots which grow rap- 
idly and are fully developed in four days. 
Each maggot becomes encased in a hard 
brown puparium or covering, and in five 
more days the adult fly emerges from the 
pupa crse and engages in active business for 
several weeks. About teh days covers the 
whole romance from egg to papa or mamma 
fly. Luckily for the humsn family, flies 
succumb in tremendous numbers to a fun- 
gus disease in midsummeg but enough escape 
to make life exciting fur the human family. 

Manure or garbage or filth of any kind 
must be removed once a week, at least, in 
order to prevent the propagation of flies 
in it. 

Flies convey on their feet the infection 
ef typhoid fever, smallpox, scarlet fever, 
measles, erysipelas, anthrax, glanders, and 
ordinary blood poisoning (septicemia). Thus 
the maggot is really the least repulsive 
feature of the house fly. If germs were as 
easily visible as maggots no sane housewife 
would permit any door or window to remain 
unscreened. 

Flies meandering about a restaurant, 
lunchroom or’ hotel are positive evidencé of 
uncleanliness and should warrant an imme- 
diate complaint to the health authorities 
against the place. Since flies do not travel 
far frdém their breeding places, it is obvious 
that their presence signifies filthy condi- 
tions somewhere in the immediate vicinity, 
demanding an investigation by the health 
officer. With reasonable precautions, it is 
as easy for any community to suppress the 
fly nuisance as it is to suppress the mog,- 
quito nuisance. 

The state health board will send to any-~- 
one who requests it, practical instructions 
concerning the suppression of flies. 

Kerosene (coal oil) poured upon manure, 
garbage or other breeding place will destroy 
the larvae or maggots. ;

New Plan to ‘Stimulate Foreign 
Trade. | 


An entirely new method of sovernment 
trade promotion was inaugurated recently 
when the. department of commerce issued 
the first of a series of Spanish-English pam- 
phiets defining with scientific accuracy cer 
tain generally accepted American industrial 
standards for construction materials The 
first pamphlet, issued under the auspices of 
the bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce, js a bilingual text entitled “Standard 
Specifications and Tests for Portland Ce- 
ment,” and was prepared by the American 
Society for Testing Materials, in co-operation 
with the American Society of Ciyil Engi- 
neers, the bureau of standards, the bureau 
of foreign and domestic commerce and the 
office of public roads. 

While the publication of this series of 


standards is aimed fo facilitate American 


trade with the Latin countries, it is pointed 
out that it is not an attempt to foree 
American standards upon these. countries 
The standards of the American Society for 
Testing Materials are already known and 
used there. The decision to publish the 
standards in Spanish was reached as a re- 
sult of numerous requests received from 
Latin countries for just this sort-of infor- 
mation. Great care was taken to make the 
translations thoroughly idiomatic as well as 
technically correct. By responding to this 
existing demand for information the depart- 
ment of commerce dnd the co-operating sci- 
entific societies expect to stimulate in a 
marked way certain lines of trade that have 
been hampered in the past by lack of data

That Sergeant Eemond Brady, At- 
lanta Doy, who attended the third of- 
ficers’ training camp and went over- 
seas with the artillery of the Highty- 
second division, was, in company with a 
number of other Atlanta and Georgia 
boys, expecting his commission the first 
week in July, was information contain- 
ed in a letter written to a friend in At- 
lanta on July 6, and the Georgians 
hold their commissions as second lieu- 
tenants by this time. 

“Fleetwood Lanier, Don McKinnon, 
Fritz Pease, Blue Spurlock, Lawrence 
Fox and a number of other Georgia 
boys are stationed with me in France,” 
writes Sergeant Brady, “and General 
Rhodes told us that commissions will 
arrive and go into effect this week, 
sO we are getting our new outfits and 
are polishing our Sam Brown belts.” 

Among the Georgia officers spoken 
of by Sergeant Brady are Lieutenant 
Otey McClellan and Captain James Ben- 
mett Conyers, both well-known young 
men of this state.

DETALS OF AUG, 22 CALL 
GVEN QUT ON THURSDAY 


2,000 Negroes Go to Southern 
Camps—500 Whites Go to 
Greenleaf. 


Full detafis of the draft call of Au- 
gust 22, which will begin the military 
training of considerable ner cent of 
the quota of approximately 10,000 
Georgians due to be inducted into the 
service during August, were given out 
yesterday by Major Joel B. Mallett, 
selective service officer. 

In nine Georgia counties, on August 
22, a lone*negtro will board a train for 
Camp Gordon to begin his training as 
a part of 2,000 Georgia negroes who 
will be sent to Camp Gordon in the 
five-day period beginning on that date. 
It just happens that under this call 
the quota of the counties of Butts, 
Dade, Habersham, Haralson, Harris, 
Spalding, Turner, Walker and Whit- 
field is one man each. 

None of the men in this call will 
come from the larger cities of the state. 
During the same five-day period, how- 
ever, it was announced by Major Mal- 
let, 1,152 negroes will be sent to Camp 
Jackson, Columbia, S. C., the majority 
of these to be drawn from the larger 
cities and counties. Of this number 
Atlanta will furnish 184, divided as 
follows: Fifteen from dfvision 1; one 
from division 2; 22 from division 3; 80 
from division 4; 18 from division 6; 16 
from division 6; 32 from division 7. 

Augusta will furnish 148, division 1 
sending 7 and division 2, 66. Macon 
will send 121, division 1 contributing 75 
and division 2, 46. Savannah will send 
300—158 from division 1 and 148 from 
division 32. 

Bibb county will eupply 34, Chatham 
county 17, Fulton county 8 Muscogee 
15, Richmond 16. 

These calls represent a portion of 
about 10,000 selectmen to be sent to 
camps from Georgia this month. Yes- 
terday 500 white men were sent to 
Camp Greenleaf. In the five-day pe- 
riod beginning August 26,’ Georgia 
boards will send 2,760 white men to 
Camp Gordon. . 

If possible all these men will be 
drawn from class 1 of the 1917 regis- 
trants. The class of 1918 will be in- 
vaded only in case the quota cannot be 
filled from the list of class 1 regis- 
trants of 1917.

Falling Off in Prospective 

Production Is Noted, Due: 
Primarily to Hot and Dry 
Weather. 


Washington, August 8.—Bumper 
crops of almost every foodstuff grown 
on the farm were indicated again to- 
day in the department of agriculture’s 
monthly crop report despite a falling 
off. in the prospective production in 
practically all crops during July due 
to conditions, principally hot and dry 
weather. 

In round figures the loss to farm- 
ers of this prospective production is 
roughly estimated at almost three- 
quarters of a billion dollars . . . more 
than $450,000,000 in the principal grain 
and food crops and $250,000,000 in eet 
ton. 


Practically every crop ‘ts growing on 
larger acreage this ear than that 


decline to 25c advance. 

Despite good rainfalls west 
southwest, and notwithstanding that 
temperatures were somewhat lower, the 
corn market quickly took an upward 
swing. Strength appeared due alto- 
gether to gossip current that big re- 
ductions were inevitable in the .govern- 
ment estimates of preserve yield com- 
pared with a month ago. As a matter 
of fact, the official report, when made 
public after trading for the day had 
come to an end, showed a much more 
radical cut than the gossip had sug- 
gested. The bulge, however, led to lib- 
eral selling on e part of longs, who 
were somewhat influenced by continued 
rains in Kansas, but tension in regard 
to the government report dominated 
values again at the last. 

Oats were ruled by the action of corn. 
Trade as a whole was light. 

Record-breaking prices in the hog 
market tended to strengthen  provi- 
sions. Ribs, though, were depressed by 
sales from dealers who simultaneously 
were buying 14rd.

Corn, the country’s eatest 
was the heaviest oulteres orem the aon 
and hot weather of July, losing 171. 
000,000 bushels in prospective produc- 
tion since the first production forecast 
was made from June conditions. The 
monetary loss to corn growers is 
around $275,000,000. From most every 
part of the country there came reports 
that corn this year is from two to three 
weeks ahead of its average condition, 
indicating that practically all of the 
crop will mature before the dates set 
of first frost. That condition should 
assure minimum injury from frost 
damage. % 

Wheat, the harvesting of which is 
nearing completion, suffered.a loss of 
13,000,000 bushels, yet the crop will 
be much larger than last year’s and 
also bigger than the average of the 
five years before that. 

Drouth and heat made inroads on po- 
tatoes, causing a loss of 15,000,000 
bushels in the prospective crop, and 
sweet potato production loss was esti- 
mated at half that quantity. A notable 
exception in the forecasts was that of 
tobacco, which showed an increase of 
41,000,000 pounds in the prospective 
crop over the forecast made in July.

The flyers were Lieutenants Rogers 
and Donaldson, and Cadets..

As the aviators arrived over Macon, 
at thousands of feet of altitude, they 
circled over the city, gliding gradually 
downward over the landing field.
